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County Ktiight has started 

a movement leaking to the suppress- 
ion of the bawdy houses located ^ 
just outside the city limits on the' 
Grosnville road. There are four of 
IhiaeliouBes having all told a dozen 
orM^e inmates. 

These disorderly houses have been 
going from bad to worse until they 
have become cess-pools of vice. 
Murder, suicide, illicit sale of liquor, 
enticing small boys into their bane- 
ful influence and various other 
eriiMS have been ebargod against 
them. 

The last grand jury declined to 
diet the houses as usual, believing 
that a small fine at each court was a 
tacit admission that they could run 
b/ piling the fine. 

Following this decision and a fresh 
outbreak of disorder in which two 
mon were aeddentally killed, a 
woman committed suicide and a man 
attempted to kill himself, the minis- 
eraamt a committee to ask that 
strenuous steps be taken not to reg* 
ulate but to suppress the houses 
altogether. 

Judge Knight has started out to 
do this and will act with business- 
like vigor. 

Notices to vacate have been serv 
ed on all of the keepers of the houses 
and the atmoak eoostornation pro- 
vails In the district. They are given 
until tomorrow, May 10, to close 
their houses and quit their unlawful 
business. 

These bouses have long been near 
the city. For many years they were 

adjacent to Riverside cemetery, but 
were removed by annexation pro 
ceedings in 1906. Tbey next bought 

property and located ea^t of the new 
high School building and after re- 
sisting annexation for the purpose of 
bringing them into the city's control, 
for three years they were finally an- 
nexed and suppressed in 1910. They 
sought their present new iiiosUiun 
and the city authorities havj left 
tht^m undisturbed, believing; that 
the location was the best that could 
bo assigned them if they had to be 
anywhere near the city. Now that 
the county is to co-operate with the 
city, the hcuscs are in a fair way to 
be actually suppressed.

la the life aeale. Long Uved aaimala. 
large anlmala and highly developed 
animals usually have a long youth. 
The educated human being requires 
20 years to grow up; the savage about 
IS; the higher monkeys — the gorilla 
and the orang — 12 to 14 years; the 
baboon, 8 years, and the small mon- 
keys, about half that tlaie. The leas 
lBtonic«Bt eat raee has a yonth ot 
but Ami years among the larger 
klBde. The vegetable-eating animals, 
mostly of small intelligence, grow up 
quickly, the buffalo and all the big 
antelopes and dver having only about 
2 years of childhood, and the chamois 
somewhat longer, although the glratte 
has 6 or 6 yeara. The elephant, the 
largeat of laad animals and one of the 
most IntelUgent, ia not frowa op until 
20 to 27 years old. All birds have a 
ehort youth, looking after themselves 
In 3 weeks to 3 aio'iihs, but becoming 
grown up In 1 to 4 years. .Many rep- 
tiles — like the tortoise, crocodile, and 
alligator — seem to grow all their lives. 
Certaia other oroatnras have a abort 
adult period— the mayfly, for laataaee, 
spending 2 years on the bottom of a 
pong, and living but a few hours aft. 
er emerging fully gro^vn from its skin 
covering. Still more extreme is the 
American cicada, which gropes 17

It baa long been the 
dream of aclentlsts to transplant the 
cornea from animals to maa, but so far 
tbU has been tried wtthovt snoeeaa. 

This transparent oomea Is one of 
the most delicate parts of the buman 
organism. Very soon after death, or 
after the removal of the eye from a 
living person, for that matter, it be- 
comes opaque and begins to break up.

44 times ss big as Ftanoe. 

Three-quarters of the population 
are. It is said, engaged In agriculture, 
lO per cent.

Although in Russia agriculture la 
generally the predomlaatlag oeenpa- 
tion the largest proportloa of people 
employed la this pursuit Is found In 
Central Asia, about 83 per cent.; tbe 
second place is taken by Siberia, over 
80 per cent.; followed by the Cau- 
causuB, about 79 per cent., and Po- 
land, with only 66.6 per cent.

"The City Council of Mayfield is 
composed of aix (Quncilmen, two 
from each ward. 

This council met 37 times during 
the year 1911 at night and was in 
aealon about one hour at eadi meet- 
ing. Each councilman receives $3 00 
for each meeting. There are four 
salaried ofiicers besides the counciN 
men. each of whom receives $3 00 
for each meeting besides th«iir reg- 
ular salary. These officen. are the 
Mayor, City Attorney. City Clerk 
and Chief of Police. 

At each meeting there are ten per- 
aona who are allowed $3.00 each and

These meetings 
are held at night af er the members 
of the council have completad their 
day's work, and there is no expense 
for them to come together like jus 
tiees of the peace or membora of the 
school board. The expenses of the 
county school board for the year 
1911 were |288 00; the ezpensea of 
the county fiscal court were $360 00, 
making a total for these two boards 
of $548, when deducted from $1.- 
110 00 shows that the meetings of 
the city council cost the tax payers 
of Mayfield $462.00 mure than the 
fi^c li cniri and county school boards 
combined.
